KENTUCKY. 

For beauty of landscape, excellence of the soil, for 
‘beauty of forest, the number of clear streams and fine 
rivers, health, and the finest development of the hu- 

* man form, and patriarchal simplicity ot rural opul 

Kentuck bly is equal to any state in the 
Union. It is 400 miles long, and averages 150 in 
breadth. ‘The eastern and southern front touches on 
the Allegheny Mountaina, whose spurs descend some 
distance into it. The centre of the state contains a 
trect of country 100 miles by 50, which for beauty of 
surface, the delightful aspect of its open groves, and 
the exireme fertility of its soil, exceeds perhaps, any 
other tract of country of the same extent. So much 
dissolved lime is mixed with the soil, as to impart to it 
@ warm and forcing quality, which imparts an inex- 
preasible freshness and vigor to the vegetation. The 
woods, in which the green sward presents the appear. 
tance of the English landscape, have a charming as- 
pect, as if arranged for a pleasure ground. Grape vines 
of prodigious size climb the trees, and spread their 
branches and leaves over afi the other verdure. In 
the first settlement of the country, it was covered with 
@ thick cane brake, which has disappeared, and has 
been replaced by a beautiful green covering of the 
finest grass. The trees generally are not large, but 
tall, straight and tapered; and have the appearance 
of having been transplanted to the places they occupy. 
Innumerable streams wind among those copees, and 
from the declivities burst out springs of pure limestone 
water. This section is the garden of the Mississippi 
Valley—a real Arcadia. 

That part of the state bordering on Tennessee and 
Virginia, the land in the latter and the vicin 
ty of the Alleghienies, highly picturesque and some- 
tmes grand. Between the Rolling Fork of “Sak Ri- 
‘wer and Green River, is an extensive tract called “ bar. 

rena,” the soil of which is not of the very first quality, 
lc cuunme to allies with grass like a prairie and 
affords a fine range for cattle. Between Green and 
Camberiand Rivers is a still larger tract of “ barrens ;” 
and spread over this section are an immense number 
of “ knobs,” covered with shrbbery and stump oaks. 
In 1900 the Legisl made a g grant of 400 
acres to every man disposed to become an actual set- 
tler in this district, and a great number availed them- 
selves of it. The country proved very healthy ; tobac- 
co grows well, and the “barrens” now present a 
Prosperous and agreeable aspect. 

At tho time of its first settlement, Kentueky dis: 
played a most mviung landscape. The wilderness ex. 
hibited an emended tuft of blossoma A single man 
could kill game eneugh in an hour to supply the wants 
of a month, and even so lately as 1819, we remember 
overtaking a traveller not very far from Russellville, 
who had shot three bucks before breakfast, on the 
high road. ‘The aged settiers look back to the infancy 
of the state as the gaiden age, and to them, such in- 
edeed « must have been.

dents. [ts libraries number 15,000 volumes, and it has 
deservedly a very high standing. The United States 
Branch Bank has a large banking house, in which bu- 
siness is annually transacted to the amount of near 
2,000,000. Bale rope and cotton bagging are largely 
manufactured. Few towns in the west are more de- 
lightfully situated, and it wears an aur of neatness and 
opulence. A rail-road, now nearly complete, connect- 
ing it with the Ohio River, will exert a very favorable 
influence on its prosperity. It is in the centre of a 
proverhbially nch and beautiful country, in which the 
continual recurrence of handsome mansions, imparts 
the impression of vicinity to an opulent metropolis.— 
The inhabitants are cheerful, intelligent, conversible, 
and noted for their hospitality to strangers ; the tone 
of society is fashionable, pleasant, and pohehed. When 
last there, we were dehghted to find a reading room 
well supplied with London and American magazines 
and newspapers. 
Louisville, at the Falls of Ohio, in a commercial 
point of view, is the most important town in the state. 
The main street, more than a mile in length, is as no- 
ble, as compact, and has as much the air of a mantime 
town as any street iti the western country. It hasa 
Branch of the United States Bank, Marine Hospital, 
and numerous public buildings. It is said to contain 
over 12,000 inhabitants, having doubled its population 
in the last ten years.

Whenever wheat turus to chess, it is done by 
the influence of the moon. By attending to the 
above directions, sowmg clean seed, that evil 
tay alo be avowed.—Genesee Farmer. 


Prom the Amencan Farmer 
PRESERVED YEAST. 

Every good housewife will thank us for the 
following method of making yeast—at least af- 
ter she hae tried it; for it is one of the most con- 
vement articles used in family economy. We 

ive the method as practised in the Editor's fam- 
Uy, and assure our good housewives that it is 
superior to any other yeast, in ae, particular, 
and bas the great advantage over all other kinds, 
of keeping perfectly good for months and years. 

Take a good handful of fresh bops and boil 
them in one quart of water tll they settle to the 
bottom of the kettle, strain the liquor after cool- 
ing, upon a pint of good wheat flour in a stone 
jar, aud eter at well, breaking all the lamps, and 
making a thin batter, When the hand can be 
borne yn it without pain, put in half a pint of com- 
mon baker's yeast, or any other yeast that is 
fresh and good; except brewer's yeast, which 

r the jar and set it away to rise, 

In eight or ten hours this will rise and become 
such as is used by the city bakers. —It gy be 
allowed to r.se as bigh in the jar as it will ya A 
this purpose the jar should at first be on “ 
full) and begin to fal then take good — 
meal and stir into it, ll it becomes quite stiff. 
This dough must now be rolled out on a table 
soto a cake a quarter of an inch thok, cut into 
pieces two or three inches square, and placed 
on boards in a dry airy room, and tanned over 
once a day tll the cakes become thoroughly 
dried, when they must be put away ina per- 
feetly dry place-—in a common haen bag i the 
best. When wanted for use; one of the cakes is 
to be taken for each loaf of a moderate sree in- 
tended to be made, put into a bow! or other ves- 
sel, and a gall of warm water for each cake is to 
be poured an to it, as suen ast dissolves, which 
will bein balfan howr or se, stir itup, and put it 
into the four on the usual way of using yeast. 

Now let us tell (hem how to make good wheat 
bread Always measure your water and salt, 
that ts a rule not to be omitted with impunity. 
A pont of water will make « moderate sized toaf, 
Say you want to make four loaves, In cokd 
weather take a quart of water as warm as you 
can bear your hand i and make a stiff batter 
over uyght, say at bed time; put in the yeast, and 
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rolled very thin, is far better and more whole- 
some than the oommean Rand. 
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
